2. After a further search and a thorough examination of the present application and 
in light of the prior art made of record and the applicant's arguments, claims 1-30 are 
found to be in condition for allowance.

The claims are allowable over the prior art of record since the cited reference taken 
individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose a creating an image with facial 
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features of a remote person on a nonplanar surface, wherein the image is 
communicated by an image collection device configured to track a direction of gaze of 
the remote person, and a positioning system that moves the image on the nonplanar 
surface to indicate the direction of gaze and enhance nonverbal communication 
associated with the facial features of the remote person.
